A not- 
able exception was the Republican 
Party, which -grew up In 1654 to 
1856 os a conscquence of the anti- 
slavery struggle, and won its first 
national clection with Abraham 
Lincoln in 1800. 


In the 20th century there have 
been several “third party” efforts, 
the most significant belng those of 
Theodore Roosevelt and the Pro- 
gressive Party in the 1912 Campalgn, 
and of Robert A. LaFollette with o 
at liberal “progresslye’’, platform 
n 1924, 


Theodore Roosevelt’s attempt
